DR. W. D. COWAN 


Thirty years ago there were only two silk hats in the 
city of Regina. One was the property of the late Nicholas Flood 
Davin, which he wore on state occasions; the other was worn 
by Dr. W. D. Cowan, a slim young man who had arrived in 
Regina on his honeymoon and there he remained to practise his 
profession of dentistry. He was a recent graduate of an eastern 
college and at that time it was an idea in the east that professional 
dignity could hardly be supported without a frock coat and a 
tall hat. Accordingly Dr. Cowan wore his on all and every 
occasion in Regina when he was out of doors. When he was 
at work in his dental parlors it reposed in splendid isolation on 
the table top and was regarded with great reverence by those 
who had occasion to seek his professional assistance. 


DR. W. D. COWAN, M.P. 


One wet and windy morning the doctor had occasion to 
visit the Regina post office. He had received his mail at the 
wicket and was coming down the steps at his usual headlong 
speed. The steps were slippery with Regina mud; he stumbled 
on the top one and fell to the bottom his silk hat falling 
before him. He fell into the arms of the late Hon. Geo. Brown 
who, at that time, was a very ordinary law student in the office 
of Scott & Hamilton. Mr. Brown picked Dr. Cowan up tenderly 
and retrieved his silk hat. It presented such an appearance 
that the doctor, with his usual impetuosity, kicked it into the 
middle of the street and invested in an ordinary every-day 
bowler. His silk hat was seen no longer about the streets of 
Regina. He clung to his frock coat, however, for some years 
afterwards but after a continued residence in the democratic 
west he also abandoned that classic gurment. 


The doctor was a very excellent dentist and it was not 
long until he was doing a considerable practice in the city of 
Regina. In addition to his professional capabilities he was a 
very good ‘mixer’ and took a tremendous interest in politics. 
He wasn't very old at that time and he collected a coterie of 
young men around him who engaged in various activities such 
as mock parliaments, debating societies and kindred organiza- 
tions. He was always to the front in any movement which had 
the welfare of young men and boys at heart. 


Dr. Cowan was an ardent Conservative. He came 
of a family of those Scotch-Canadians of Ontario who 
are usually ‘Grit’ to the backbone and the story of 
his conversion is rather interesting. He was a_ native 


of Guelph and some time around 1878 Sir John MacDonald 
was billed to address a meeting in that city. Dr. Cowan's 
father and relatives were bitterly opposed to the old Conserva- 
tive chieftain, and young Cowan, taking the cue from his elders, 
went to the meeting intending to hoot and jeer. There was a 
great gathering, both of the faithful and unfaithful, and seating 
accommodation was at a premium. Cowan, with some com- 
panions climbed up one of the supports of the platform intend- 
ing to assist in heckling the speaker. Although at the time 


only a lad of some thirteen years of age, he fell under the, 


magnetic spell of old Sir John and listened most attentively to 
all he had to say. It was the time of the National! Policy when 
the old chief was doing his best to arouse a national conscious- 
ness in the minds of the people of the Dominion. The lad went 
home in thoughtful mood and the following morning astounded 
his father at the breakfast table by informing him that hence- 

. forth and for all time he would be a follower of Sir John Mac- 
Donald's and an advocate of his policy. His father was almost 
speechless with indignation and threatened to bring his.son to 
a proper political frame of mind with the assistance of a good 
stout stick, Young Cowan, however, was adamant and for many 
years was identified with the activities of the Conservative party 
in Regina. 


During the election of 1896 he was one of the strongest 
lieutenants of the late Nicholas Flood Davin. He gathered 
a coterie of young men around him who campaigned 
most aggressively; they were known derjsively by their oppon- 
ents as ‘Cowan's kids,"’ but they did yeoman service and many 
of them have since come to prominent positions, both in the 
political and business world in Western Canada. 


The election of 1896 was an exceedingly bitter one. It was 
the time of the Remedial Bill, dealing with Manitoba schools 
and feeling ran high, particularly between the Catholics and 
Orange elements. There was a prominent Orangeman in Regina 
at that time named Hiscox. He occupied the responsible and oner- 
ous position of C.P.R. tank man and had charge of the local water 
supply for the railway corporation, Afterwards he was chief of 
police and a few other things in the city of Regina; but as 
Kipling would say, that is another story. 


During the election of 1896 he was bitterly opposed to the 
Conservatives,.Mr. Davin, Dr. Cowan and all their works, He 
got into. a bitter altercation with Dr. Cowan on Scarth Street 
one day and wound up the argument by making a vicious assault 
on the doctor. The affair was witnessed by a neutral citizen 
who was so indignant that he had Hiscox arrested and hauled 
up before the magistrate, who at that time was Robt. Martin, of 
the Canada Drug and Book Company, and he was fined for 
assault, Hiscox was one of the black Irishmen who nurse their 
grievances to keep it warm and he watched his opportunity to 


get even with the doctor. The 12th of July came arotind in 
due course and there was a parade of Orangemen through the 
streets of Regina. Hiscox, of course, brave in his regalia, was 
in the procession. As the cortege swung from Scarth Street 
to South Railway Street, with the band blaring bravely and the 
Orangemen with their chests expanded strutting along, someone 
called Hiscox’s attention to the fact that a green flag was float- 
ing proudly from the summit of the C.P.R, tank which was his 
special care. Uttering an imprecation which we would not dare 
to repeat in this family journal, he broke from the ranks, bound- 
ed across the piece of vacant land which separated South Rail- 
way Street from the C.P.R. tracks, and climbing a small ladder 
with the agility of a monkey, he tore down the hated emblem, 
brought it to the ground with him and trod it into the dust of 
Regina. Quite a crowd had collected and Hiscox demanded 
who had done him this grievous and tremendous wrong. For a 
while he got no answer) and then somehow or other Dr. Cowan's 
name was mentioned. This was like fuel to the flame. Hiscox 
disappeared into the little shed beside the tank, brandishing in 
a very aggressive manner a gleaming axe. ‘Lead me to the 
doctor,” he said. He rushed up to Dr. Cowan's office in the 
Smith & Ferguson Block and found it locked. 1 am not sure 
whether he beat the door in with his axe but | think he did. 
Then he ran to the house of the doctor and found no one there. 
By this time the situation was apparently serious and some of 
his friends started to look for the doctor to warn him. He was 
eventually discovered by Chrales Willoughby leading a prayer 
meeting in the basement of the Presbyterian church. Willoughby 
slipped in reverently and waited until the doctor had concluded 
his invocation. He then went up to him and touching him on 
the shoulder whispered “Look out Doc’, Hiscox is raging around 
after you with an axe.’ During the previous winter a pile of 
cordwood had been brought into the basement of the church 
to feed the stove to keep the worshippers warm, and some of it, 
was still lying there. Without a word the doctor leapt to his 
feet and ran over to the stove, picked up a large cordwood stick 
which he caused to whistle around his head to the great delight 
of the worshippers, ‘‘Lead me to him and I'll fix him axe and 
all.” 


Dr. Cowan was the moving spirit in a number of debating 
societies, mock parliaments, etc., which were a feature of the 
winter life of: Regina during the late nineties. Dr. Cowan was, 
himself, invariably president of these organizations and under 
his tutelage many young men who afterwards became prominent 
figures in public life obtained their first experience of public 
speaking. J. K. McInnis, although it was not his first adventure, 
was always in evidence. Walter Scott, if we are not mistaken, 
made his first speech there, and a very poor speech it was at 
that. The Rev. Mr. Ferry, who was one of the most popular 
pastors in Minneapolis, also learned to string his rounded periods 
together in proper sequence in Dr. Cowan's office. There were 
others, such as John Secord, General Ross and many another. 


A rather amusing incident is related in connection with 
Walter Scott's first essay at public speaking. He did not dis- 
tinguish himself at all at the debating society and during the 
campaign of 1900 when he was running against Mr. Davin, a 
call went out for a speaker to oppose Mr. Scott at Swift Current, 
Medicine Hat and other western points. Dr. Cowan blythely 
accepted the challenge, remembering Mr. Scott's debating society 
performances. To his Utter astonishment Mr. Scott gave him 
considerably the worse of an oratorical argument. 


At the conclusion of the meeting Rr. Cowan remarked 
parenthetically: ‘‘He certainly has improved some since the 
debating society days.” 


Despite the fact of Dr. Cowan's active interest in politics, 
he was active in every matter that had to do with the welfare 
of young people. He also found time to devote to his profes- 
sional affairs. He had a high standing with his colleagues and 
was for twenty-six years president of the local dental association. 
In 1911 he was elected president of the Canadian Dental Asso- 
ciation and has for many years been secretary-treasurer of the 
Dominion Dental Council of Canada and associate editor of the 
Dominion Dental Journal, also president of St. John’s Ambu- 
lance Association for the province of Saskatchewan and vice- 
president of the Returned Soldiers’ Association of Regina. He 
also took an active interest in municipal affairs and was for two 
years mayor of the city of Regina, a position Which he held with 
dignity and efficiency., During the course of the war he took 
a great interest in “matters military and was exceedingly anxious 
to see service overseas. He was, for some time, officer in com- 
mand of the Canadian Dental Corps for Military District No. 12, 
and whilst in that position did a great deal for the soldiers who 
came under his hands. 


When the Union government was formed he was the unani- 
mous choice of the supporters of that administration and was 
elected over his opponent, Mr. A. McBeth, by a very large 


‘ majority, Whilst in Ottawa he has been unceasing in his atten- 


tion to the wants of the constituents. He brought to Dominion 
Counsels a thorough knowledge of men and conditions in 
Western Canada, He is a very active and aggressive fighter 
but he never hits below the belt and is trusted by friends and 
opponents alike. He is a strong believer in the ultimate destiny 
of Canada in general and the west in particular, and has set up 
a standard of national ideals. Despite his long and active 
career he is still only in middle age and there is no reason to 


doubt that there is still further progress before him. 
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REUNION OF FIGHTING TWENTY-EIGHTH 


The officers and men of the famous twenty-eighth 
fighting battalion, are arranging a reunion in Regina to 
commemorate the mobilization of this unit which took 
place in Winnipeg on the first day of November, in the 
memorable year of 1914. 

Part of the battalion consisted of two hundred and 
fifty men and officers who had left Regina the previous 
day under the command of Colonel Embury, and it was 
added to by parties from other portions of the West. 

The battalion achieved a glorious record in the war 
and it has been decided to hold this reunion in Regina 
on October 21st next so that those who bore the heat and 
the burden of the day in bivouac and on the battlefield 
may have an opportunity of meeting old comrades and 
reviving the memory of many a hard fought battle. 

The reunion will take the form of a smoker which 
will be held’ in the Y.M.C.A, hut in the Saskatchewan 
capital, and it is hoped that as many of the members of 
this unit as possible will be present.

Restaurant Keeper 
Says Gomplaints 
Are Groundless 


WAITRESSES ARE NOT OVER- 
WORKED 


According .to H. Terzakis, of 
the Balmoral Cafe, complaints 
made to the Trades and Labor 
Council that there are waitresses 
working in Regina 70 hours a 
week are groundless. Mr. Terza- 
kis also takes objection to the as- 


sertion that Regina restaurants 
owned by ‘“‘foreigners’’ are to 
blame. 


“As far as I know," said Mr. 
Terzakis, ‘all of the restaurant 
owners are naturalized Canadians, 
I don't know where there are any 
waitresses working 70 hours a 
week in Regina. 

“Forty-eight hours a week is the 
standard week for waitresses in 
Regina. Under the law they are 
enabled to work a total of 56 
hours a week. Most of the wait- 
resses in Regina work this 56 
hours a week, but they are paid 
the difference between that and 
48 hours. 

“Waitresses are being paid be- 
tween $55 and $60 a month, _in- 
cluding meals and laundry. The 
law says that the minimum wage 
must be $14 and from this we are 
entitled to deduct $5.25 for their 
board. Taking the wages they 
are being paid I do not think that 
there are many dissatisfied wait- 
resses in Regina."’ 


Planter Sentenced To 
Two Years For Bad 
Treatment of Blacks 


Captain Longley Hawkins, late 
ex-K.A.R., manager of a planta- 
tion at Ruiru Station, British East 
Africa, has been convicted by the 
Nairobi High Court, after a trial 
lasting five days, on charges in- 
volving terrible brutalities to na- 
tives. He was sentenced to two 
years’ rigorous imprisonment on 
the main charge, while on a fur- 
ther count the sentence was a like 
concurrent term of imprisonment 
and on a third charge of maltreat- 
ing a native woman he was fined

One Tortured to Death 


One of the natives died in conse- 
quence of the torture to which he 
was subjected. The evidence giv- 
en at the trial and at the earlier 
hearing in the lower court, showed 
that in the early summer Captain 
Hawkins lost a box containing 
$235. He called together the 
farm laborers and decided that 
they should undergo two forms of 
ordeal practised by the “‘iders”’ 
among the natives, the one known 
as ‘‘striking the goat’’ and the 
other as “‘licking the knife.” The 
knife test consisted of licking a 
red-hot blade. 

Two native ‘‘boys,”” Kamangu 
and Richo, had their tongues se- 


J verely burned by the heat, and 


they were arrested as the guilty 
parties, They later accused Mu- 
cheru, another native, and were 
released. One of the natives ac- 
cused his mother, and she was 
sent for and beaten.

It must be apparent to every thinking person in Canada that 
politics in the Dominion are in a’state of chaos—the people are 
wandering in the wilderness and looking for light. 


During the war it must be assumed that the administration 
at Ottawa were occupied in attending to other business, and that 
the game of politics was not played. 


Many centuries of expérience of the British system of Gov- 
ernment has shown that the most effective form of representative 
ygovernment is the parliamentary one in which the people and 
their representatives are divided into two schools of thought. 
There may be other parties as well but the natural trend ia to- 
wards the supporters of the Government and the supporters of 
the Opposition. This has been found to facilitate administration 
and to be the best known medium for the administrative expres- 
sion of public opinion. 


In Canada the old lines of demarcation of Grit and Tory 
appear to have gone. In the formation of the Union Government 
an attempt was made to call the best men of both parties to coun- 
cil. Some of these men have stuck, and others have become 
deflected; nevertheless the Union Government has had the effect 
of doing away with the sharp lines of political cleavage which has 
hitherto obtained in the Dominion. 


The time has now arrived, however, when it is well that 
political parties should have their aims and objects clearly defined 
and there are evidences that the political opinions of Canadians 
are slowly beginning to be crystallized and whatever may be the 
result of the next election there is no doubt there will once again 
be two great parties in Canada. 


The Union Government was not a party. It was rather 
an expediency born of the necessities of war conditions; but out 
of the turmoil and rut of these war conditions it is apparent that 
its members are evolving a concrete political policy. 


Hon. Arthur Meighen and his lieutenants are holding meet- 
ings throughout the country and placing their plans and platform 
squarely before the people; and Hon. W. L. MacKenzie King, 
‘titular leader of the Liberal party is holding a series of meetings 
which will extend across Canada with the same object in view. 
In the west the Premier and Mr. MacKenzie King will give a pro- 
nouncement of their policies and views almost contemporaneously 
until people have had an opportunity of judging of their respec- 
tive merits. There is no doubt this will have the result of crystal- 
lizing public opinion and many Canadians who have hitherto been 
out in the wilderness will come in and allign themselves beneath 
the banners of whichever leader appeals to them. People will 
begin to find themselves in politics and know ‘where, they are at. 


In any case the meetings which will be held in Western Can- . 
ada by the Hon. A. Meighen and Mr. MacKenzie King will be 
followed with the greatest interest. Many people will withhold 
their political decisions until they have an opportunity of listening 
to the pronouncements of the two leaders. - 


THE NAVY LEAGUE ‘ 


Beginning on October 21st, the Navy League will inaugurate 
a campaign throughout Canada for funds for that organization. 

Such a campaign throughout the inland. region of the west 
should be an educative one. During the first months of the war ; 
the United States Government found itself up against serious diffi- 
culties ni obtaining appropriations for naval purposes from the 
people of the inland countries. If there were appropriations go- 
ing the people of Podunct Centre wanted them for bridges, court- 
houses and post offices. They were too remote from the ocean 
to have the slightest idea of what the protection of the sea menat. 


We are not altogether so provincial in Canada, but never- 
theless our inland dwellers require a good deal of education. 


Whatever may be said there is not the slightest doubt in the 
world that despite the heroism of the soldiers in the field the war 
against the Germans was won by the British navy. Within a few 
days after the commencement of hostilities practically every Ger- 
man ship was driven off the high seas. The waterways 
were policed and patrolled by allied vessels, and as a consequence 
overseas tountries as the source of supply were put out of business 
so far as Germany was concerned. 


Most of our naval matters in Canada _ have been a joke. 
Prior to the war we had a couple of antiquated cruisers, one at 
Halifax and one at Victoria, whcih acted as fishery patrols and 
were usedw for training purposes—God help the mark—for some 
young naval reservists. During the war our Atlantic seaboard was 
fairly well protected, but the cities of Victoria and Vancouver, as 
Kipling would say, ‘‘lay bare as the parmet of the purser’s sow.” 
to the bombardment of any ships that might happen along. As 
a matter of fact the German cruisers of the Pacific squadron were 
only within a few hours of our coast cities and an attack was al- 
most*hourly expected. The money in the banks was placed on 
board the C.P.R. ferry boat and shipped to the mainland. Auto- 
mobiles were mobllised so as to be ready to carry the non-com- 
batants out of harm's way and there was almost a panic. The 
danger was only averted by the timely arrival of a couple of Jap- 
anese battle cruisers, who scared the German ships off into the 
Pacific when they eventually went down in the fight off the 


It is hardly dignified for a country like Canada, however, to 
depend for its safety on alien ships. We want a navy in Canada 
and we want a fairly strong one. In the east there is a popula- 
tion of seafaring people who hake excellent naval reservists and a 
similar class is growing up on the Pacific Coast, 


The object of the Navy League is a most laudable one and is 
deserving of every encouragement.

| practice their beliefs without let 
or hindrance. This does not, how- 
ever , apply to all of them. Sev- 
eral of the communities are thor- 
| oughly alive to the advantages of 
| British citizenship and are moder- 
lating their views and practices. 
Nevertheless there is little doubt 
|that when spring comes, a great 
many of these people will remove 
themselves from Canada. 

They are good farmers, vigor- 
| ous, thrifty and enterprising and 
there is a physical standard among 
liken that would be hard to excel. 
For the sake of religious and social 
associations they live in villages 
conveniently placed to their farms. 
A few of their farms have build- 
ings on them. The women wear 
| the clothes of their native land in 
Europe of a hundred years ago 
and the men are_ invariably dis- 
tinguishable by their square, Dutch

all wear. Many of the houses con- 
tain heirlooms such as clocks and 
chests that were brought ‘from 
Russia and Holland over half a 
century ago.

Chief Kusketay-Musqua-Sis was 
no ordinary Indian. He had a 
profound respect for the law and 
regarded the Queen's treaty as a 
solemn compact which all good 
Indians must live up to religiously. 


As would be expected the mem- 
bers of his band were peaceful, 
end and law-abiding peo- 
ple. 


I recall one exception, Pastay- 
Min (‘Dry Berry’’) a young man 
of twenty-two years, set out, with 
his wife, one afternoon in the sum- 
mer of 1890, on a trip to visit 
friends on the Muskow-Petung 
reservation west of Fort Qu’Ap- 
pelle. 


Reaching the Fort late in the 
evening their tent was pitched on 


ing his supply of provisions ex- 
hausted, he strolled over to the 
| Hudson's Bay Co's store, only to 
find the place closed for the night. 


Dry Berry must have food, and 
discovering a loose window in the 
|rear of the building, entered and 
|helped himself to such necessities 
|as he could lay his hands on. 


| The trespass was discovered in 
|the morning a a mounted police- 


the culprit in whose tent the miss- 
|ing goods were found, no attempt 
being made at concealment. 


Dry Berry told the policerhan 
| quietly that he had no intention of 
| taking the goods without payment 
and that he would go down and 
settle after breakfast. 


His story did not appeal to the 
officer, who hailed him before a 
J.P., with the result that the In- 
dian was sentenced to three mon- 
ths in Regina jail. 


The police route in those days 
from the Fort was to Qu’Appelle 
station by buckboard, thence to 
Regina by C.P.R. train. 


On arriving at the station and 
while waiting for the midnight 
train the Indian was “hobbled” 
and given the freedom of the bar- 


| racks,

Scarcely had darkness settled 
down when Dry Berry was sud- 
denly missed. A growth of pop- 
|lar trees near the barracks, ex- 
|tending north for a mile or more 
|had lent itself to concealing the In- 
dian’s escape, Due allowance had 
}not been made for his cupidity. It 
| was thought by the police that the 
|hobbles would be the means of 
|preventing him from going any 
|considerable distance, but it was 
| afterwards learned that before the 
|dawn of the second morning, af- 
| ter spending the intervening day- 
| light hours hidden in a bluff, he 
had travelled twenty-five miles— 
‘hobbles and all—to a point over- 
|looking Lebret mission, where a 
half-breed friend filed his hobbles 
and set him free. Three hours 
later, mounted on a borrowed 
horse, he rode into camp at the 
File Hills and took breakfast with 
his wife, who after his arrest had 


| returned home. 


| In due course the Indian Agent 
|was advised of the escape and 
was asked to keep watch for the 
| fugitive. On learning of Dry 
| Berry's whereabouts a Mountie 
came to the reservation and with 
myself as guide and _ interpreter 
went into the encampment to re- 
cover the runaway.

After locating the chief Pee- 
kutch we got from him a promise 
that he would bring Dry Berry to 
the Agency office in two hours, 
Before the expiration of the stip- 
ulated time Peekutch appeared 
alone. 

“My cousin,"’ he said, ‘‘will 
surrender quietly to the Agent to- 
motrow morning on condition that 
he will be taken to Regina with- 
out shackles.’ /To this the 
policeman agreed, and returned 
to the Fort where he was met 
next morning by Agent Reynolds 
with Dry Berry in charge. 


Those who knew Mr. Rey- 
nolds and _ his insistence~ that 
every promise made to an _ In- 


dian must be faithfully observed, 
can imagine his mortification 
when two hours later he saw a 
police buckboard leaving the Fort 
by the south trail, with Dry 
Berry, handcuffed and hobbled, 
sitting over the axle, his legs 
dangling behind. 


Mr. Reynolds never forgot the 
policeman's violation of his pro- 
mise nor was his anger in any 
degree appeased by the fact that 
he did not receive even the 
courtesy of a reply to his com- 


| plaint sent to headquarters. 


-Cattle Killing 
After the rebellion of 1885 this 


“‘pastime’’ was practically aban- 
doned. At that time the Indians 
learned the lesson \that sport of 
this kind was costly, when Col- 
onel McDonald simply withheld 
from their annuities the value of 
the animals destroyed. 


There were one or two excep- 
tions. Joseph Belleguard, an In- 
dian of good judgment and dis- 
creet, had married a half breed 
woman who occasionally was dis- 
posed to insist upon having her 
own way. This once took the 
form of a desire to kill an ox and 
give a feast to all her friends. 
This was opposed by her husband 
as well as government officials. 
No heed was paid to either. Her 
son, Alexan, at her behest fired 
the fatal shot and the feast that 
followed was an event long re- 
membered. 


In view of Belleguard’s splen- 
did record as a man of industry 
and exemplary habits, officialdom 
was disposed to let the matter 
pass without taking, notice. 


In the following July, however, 
when Belleguard received his an- 
nuity money he quietly handed 
back thirty dollars to the Agent 
with a request that it be expend- 
ed in purchasing a young cow for 
his herd. This contribution was 
duly transmitted to the commis- 
sioner at Regina with a report of 
all the circumstances. 


The commissioner, Mr. A. E, 
(now Senator) Forget, returned 
the funds to the Agent with a 
request that in view of Belle- 
guard's admirable conduct the 
money should be presented to 
him with the commissioner's com- 
pliments. This was done. 


In the following winter a simi- 
lar offence was committed by Me- 
quanis (“The Quill’) of Pee- 
Pee-Kee-Sis band who did not 


fare so well, 


In a moment of impetuosity the 
Agent sent for a Mounted Police- 
man and had The Quill arrested 
and brought before a J.P. who 
inconsiderately committed him to 
Regina jail for trail by jury. Be- 
fore the trial came on the com- 
missioner had gone fully into the 
merits of the case and when the 
trial was called he announced to 
the.trial judge that he appeared 
as counsel for the prisoner. 


When the Crown Prosecutor 
had\concluded his case, Mr. For- 
get arose and in terse, clear sen- 
tences told the judge that the 
act of the Indian could not in any 
sense be considered a criminal of- 
fence, that his agreement with the 
government to accept from it the 
loan of an animal for breeding 
purposes was a purely civil con- 
tract, and that redress for any 
violation of the contract must be 
sought in the civil, not in the 
criminal court. 

He then went on to show that 


the Indian, being a ward of the! 


government could not sue or be 
sued, and that the authorities 
therefore had no more legal re- 


dress against the Indian than. a} 
jfather against his child. 


The case was in consequence 
dismissed and the Indian liberat- 
ed,

FOOD PRESERVER 


DR. COX DEMONSTRATES 
APPLIANCE TO SAVE 
FRUIT, VEGETABLES 


Dr. Harry Barringer Cox, the 
inventor of the dry battery, the 
ground wireless and many other 
contrivances in use throughout the 
world, demonstrated at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria an invention to pre- 


serve indefinitely fruits and vege- | 


tables without the aid of ice or 
chemicals, He predicts that his 
invention will be applicable to 
both a very small and a very large 
scale; that it will make possible 
long distance transportation. of 
fruits and vegetables without re- 
frigeration and will be manufac- 
tured so cheaply that the appara- 
tus can be installed in every home. 

What he has done, Dr. Cox said 
is simply to harness the earth cur- 
rents which reach vegetables so 
long as they are in the ground and 
fruits so long as they are on_ the 
tree or vine. In the bottom of a 
tin can he places an instrument he 
calls a ‘“‘vitalizer."’ A wire con- 
necting the ‘‘vitalizer’’ with a gas 
pipe, water pipe, or any other me- 
tallic substance ultimately con- 
nected with either earth or water, 
is all that is necessary to establish 
connection with the earth currents. 

Dr. Cox estimates that his in- 
vention will make possible a sav- 
ing of $1,000,000 a year through 
the conservation of fruits and 
vegetables which now go to waste 
in the United States, Incidentally 
he believes that the contrivance 
should prove a real factor in the 
bringing down of the high cost of 
living. 


Practical Demonstration 


The magician who draws a rab- 
bit from a silk hat appears a tire- 
some faker after you have watch- 
ed Dr. Cox put his hand in a tin 
box and draw out oranges label- 
led 1918 and carrots dater a year 
ago—both as firm and fresh smel- 
ling as if they had been picked 
or dug up yesterday. He had 
with him several containers, in 
each of which there was a vital- | 
izer. In the containers were} 
oranges, potatoes, sweet and 
Irish, carrots, Japanese radishes, 
summer squash, apples, tomatoes | 
and other food products, which 
he has carried all about the coun- | 
try. with him for months 

Dr. Cox calls his container a| 
conservador, and that is the name | 
by which it will be introduced to 
the public. There will be no limit 
to the size or capacity of these | 
conservadors, nor is there, Dr. 
Cox says, any climatic condition 
under which they will not oper- 
ate, 

“It will be possible,’ he said, 
“to transport fruits- and vege- 
tables by rail as well as by water, 
and without refrigeration, by the 
use of inexpensive apparatus. The | 
greatest field of usefulness | antic- 
ipate for the conservador is in 
that of the household for it will | 
prevent the appalling waste of | 
fruit and vegetables which now 
takes place due to their becom- | 
ing uneatable through deteriora- 
tion.” 

Dr. Cox said vegetables and 
fruits placed in the conservador 
attain a delightful maturity of 
flavor to which we are unaccus- | 
tomed. Grapes, he said, after a 
period of time, taste like cham- 
pagne, but he added, unfortu- 
nately do not act that way. They 
mature, but do not ferment. 


Prof, MacKay Appointed to Chair 

An important accession to the 
strength of the law faculty at McGill 
University is gained by the appointment 
of Dr. Ira Allan MacKay to the chair of 
constitutional law. The chair has been 
established in pursuance of a policy in- 
itiated by the governors in 1918, which 
aims at giving McGill the status of 
Dominion law school. 

Professor MacKay is one of the men 
dismissed from the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan after the dis- 
agreements with the heads there.

Four little boys, all guilty of shop- 
breaking and theft recently appeared 
before Judge McLachlan of the Juvenile 
Court, One of the children it is stated 
is subnormal, the youngest one of all, 
nine years old, was without a daddy 
during the time of the war and got be- 
yond his mother's controle It appears 
they broke into stores and offices on 
Sunday. Church and Sunday School 
seemed to be unheard of to them, They 
are all cigarette smokers, and have so 
developed the habit that when they 
cannot get tobacco they use tea rolled | 
up in cigarette papers, The things 
stolen were mostly cigarets and money, 
the money they used to buy cigaretes, | 
candy and ice cream, Two of the four
